Congress to Consider 
Armed Forces’ Needs 


Congressional activity on Service mat 
ters at the session opening Jaunary 3, 
is expected to center around the Army 
and Navy appropriation bills, with prin 
cipal controversy surrounding the ques- 
tion of securing funds to carry out acts 
of the preceding session. 


The Military and Naval Committees 
of both the Senate and House for the 
most part cleared up their calendars 
lust Summer, and there appears to be 
few matters of importance held over 
from the last session. For the Army, 
a question of general interest which 
may be considered is a proposal to 


stimulate promotion in the non-commis- 
sioned ranks. As for the Navy, an im- 


portant measure is a bill the Adminis 
tration is expected to send up to au 
thorize the construction and replace- 
ment of auxiliary vessels. All of the 
armed services will be interested in 
restoration of the reenlistment bonus. 

With the MacArthur promotion bill, 


the increase in the enrollment at West 
Point, and provision for the appoint- 
ment of 50 Reserve officers annually in 
the Regular Army, now law the mili- 
tary service must concentrate on _ se- 
curing funds for the carrying out of 
this program and for the needed officer 
increase. 

The Navy Department probably later 
on will send up some amendments to 
the personnel act of last session. The 
Judge Advocate General has interpreted 
that act in several particulars contrary 
to what the Department intended when 
they wrote the bill, and it is said that 
“some clarifying legislation” will prob- 
ably be asked. The principal item here 
will probably be to effect the retirement 


of passed over lieutenants and _ lieu- 
tenants, junior grade, at the age of 45 
years. 

Officers of the Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, particularly will keep 
their eyes on Capitol Hill, for the 
former service will again attempt to 


put through a bill to repeal Section 16 
of the Marine Corps personnel law, so 
as to institute forced retirement in the 
grades of major and lieutenant colonel 
and give officers promoted under the se- 
lection law the pay of their rank. There 
may be an investigation of the selec- 
tion system of the Corps if Senator 
Black of Alabama gets his way. More- 
over, once started, it undoubtedly would 
extend to the effect of selection in the 


Navy. A new personnel bill for the 
Coast Guard is scheduled to be con- 
sidered by the Commerce Committees 


of the Senate and House. 

A bill to increase the Naval Reserve 
to 150,000 men in accordance with the 
desires of President Roosevelt will also 
undoubtedly be considered by the House 
Naval Affairs Committee. 

Major interest, however, will at- 
tached to the appropriation bills. Will 
the House appropriations committee in- 
crease the budget estimates to provide 
for 165,000 enlisted men next year? 
The Bureau of the Budget is allowing 
only enough money for 147,000 men

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General Officers Appointed 


On Christmas Eve, the fifth day after 
Secretary Dern’s return to Washington, 


President Roosevelt announced the ap 
pointment of two major generals and 


three brigadier generals of the line and 


of three chiefs of branches with the 
rank of major general. 
This clears up appointments to fill 


vacancies occurring before the convening 
of Congress, with the exception of 
assistant chiefs for the Air Corps, the 
Surgeon General and the Adjutant Gen 
eral’s Department and a chief for the 
National Guard Bureau. 

The day after Christmas, the War De 
partment announced the = promotion, 
under the provisions of the Air Corps 
Act, of Brig. Gen. Frank M. Andrews, 
commanding general of the General 
Headquarters Air Force, to be a tem 
porary major general.

Announce Staff Selections 

The President of the United States 
on Dec. 26 approved recommendations 
made by the selection boards of the 
Supply Corps of the Navy and of the 
Civil Engineer Corps of the Navy for 
the promotion of 13 officers of those 
corps. 

The Supply Corps Selection Board 
which convened in the Navy Department 
Dec. 14, recommended the promotion of 
Capt. David Potter, SC, USN, and Rear 
Adm. Charles Conard, SC, USN, to the 


permanent rank of Rear Admiral in 
that corps. 
Captain Potter, who served as Pay- 


master General of the Navy, and Chief 
of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
with the accompanying rank of Rear 
Admiral, Supply Corps, from April 1921 
to April 1925, is now in charge of the 
Navy’s Finance and Supply School at 
Philadelphia. He was born in Bridgeton, 
N. J., Dee. 19, 1874, and, after graduat- 
ing at Princeton University, was ap- 
pointed to the Navy in Feb. 1898. He 
will fill the vacancy in the grade of Rear 
Admiral which will result from the re- 
tirement for age on Jan. 31, 1936 of 
Rear Adm. George G. Seibels, SC, USN. 

Rear Admiral Conard, whose perma- 
nent rank is Captain, Supply Corps, as- 
sumed the duties of Paymaster General 
of the Navy and Chief of the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts on Aug. 17, 1935, 
with the accompanying rank of Rear 
Admiral, Supply Corps. He was born 
in the District of Columbia, March 38,

Legislators Welcome 
Poll of Service Views 


The survey of Service views under- 
tuken by the Army AND Navy JOURNAL 
on the merits and defects of the selec- 
tion system of promotion in effect in 
the Navy and Marine met with instant 
welcome on Capitol Hill. 

While few members of the Senate 
and Hovse are in Washington this week, 
those who are here declared themselves 
heart'ly in favor of the move, stating 
that it should be of great assistance to 
the Navy Department and Congress in 
considering Naval and Marine Corps 
personnel problems. 

“It is my belief that it would be very 
interesting and helpful to obtain a fair 
and uninfluenced statement of the views 
of the Naval and Marine ofticers on the 
promotion problem,” said Senator Hugo 
lL. Black, Dem. of Ala. “It bas long 
been one of the vexing questions of the 
service, and while, of course, the pre- 
vailing views would not necessarily be 
conclusive, they would materially assist 
in bringing about necessary legislative 
corrections of existing conditions.” 

Representative Tilman B. Parks, Dem. 
of Ark. a member of the House Appro- 
priations Committee stated: “I think 
the poll of officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps being conducted by the 
Army AND NAvy JouURNAL will serve a 
highly useful purpose. In_ bringing 
out the individual officers’ views on 
the promotion question, it should be 
very helpful to members of Congress 
who must vote on new personnel legis- 
lation.” 

Delegate Samuel W. King of Hawaii, 
un member of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, and a former naval officer, 
was most interested in the survey. 

“I think the idea of a resurvey of the 
effects of selection on the morale of the 
commissioned personnel,” Mr. King 
said, “is an excellent way to determine 
whether or not its obvious advantages 
are not outweighed by its quite serious 
defects and also to determine whether 
some changes in the present system 
might eliminate the defects. I express 
this opinion not only as a member of 
the Naval Affairs Committee, in which, 
however, as a delegate from Hawail, I 
have no vote, but as a former naval 
officer with just short of 20 years’ ser- 
vice and such keenly interested in the 
naval service and everything that per- 
tains to it. In conversation with my 
many friends in the naval service I 
have heard a number of them express 
serious doubt as to the benefits of the 
existing system of selection.” 

Delegate King is a graduate of the 
Naval Academy, Class of 1910. He was 


appointed to Annapolis from Hawail 
by the late Prince J. K. Kalanianaole, 
the then delegate from the Territory, 


and served until 1924, when he resigned 
to enter business in Hawail. 

The Army AND Navy JournaL has 
sent every officer in the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps a self-addressed return poll 
card upon which he should mark his 
preferences and express his views in the 
matter of promotion.

met with instant favorable public reaction, as reflected in the press of the Nation. 
The editors of leading daily newspapers, commenting on the report urge that his 
program as to aircraft procurement, additional personnel and mechanization, be 
carried into effect. 


“Secretary of War Dern in his annual report on military affairs, released 
yesterday, continues his pressure for enlargement,” comments the Portland Ore- | 


gonian. “It is not a great expansion that he asks. He merely seeks to gain a 
little here and there. The War Department thus practices the art of the possible. 

“But many experts of late have been wondering whether it would not be better 
to abandon this established policy of the department and concentrate instead on 
mechanization of the army already in existence. * * * On this subject Mr. Dern 
says that re-equipment of the entire army would involve prohibitive costs. 


“* * * Anyhow Congress has the choice and there is much reason for believing | 


Mr. Dern is wrong. It would seem logical to enlarge the army only when equipment 
ean be supplied, not at the sacrifice of such equipment.” 


“The most interesting recommendation in the annual report of the Secretary 
of War is for an expansion of the Army air force to increase in four-fold by 1941,” 
states the Indianapolis Star. “Secretary Dern believes that the expansion program 
already put into effect by the administration should be augmented to give the 
country 3000 army combat planes within five years. * * * 

“The proposal shows the influence of armament equipment in other countries, 
the dissolution of the five-power naval armament limitation agreement and the 
general war discussion that has claimed the attention of the world during the 
Summer and Fall. In his comments on the failure of the country to prepare for 
the possibilities of war, Secretary Dern implies a criticism of Congress and the 
General Staff—Congress because it has not provided the money and the General 
Staff because it has held to the theory that the air force is another service arm, 
augmenting but not replacing ground troops. 

“In considering the matter, however, the congressional committees on military 
affairs will hardly fail to discount much popular emphasis on the theory that all 
war is an air problem. * * * 

“The United States should have an air force to meet its probable emergency 
needs, but it should be part of a well-balanced national defense, not merely a 
concession to the authors of a popular error about the obsolescense of all other 
forms of transport and combat.” 


William Randolph Hearst in a signed editorial in the Washington Herald and 
other Hearst newspapers declares: 

“Please support heartily Secretary Dern’s demand for more army aircraft. 

“The air forces and naval forces are the best defenses for the United States 
and the cheapest. 

“A great standing army is not in harmony with our democratic ideals and 
moreover not necessary, provided we have reasonable defensive training in our 
schools and colleges, 

“But a great navy and a great air force are vitally necessary for the defense 
of our country, our people and our liberties.”

The Radio Industry in 1935

The last twelve months saw the intro- 
duction of one of the most revolutionary 
improvements of recent years in radio— 
the all-metal tube. The quickness of 
the industry in recognizing and embrac- 
ing definite advances is witnessed by the 
fact that forty-eight of the leading radio 
set manufacturers were using all-metal 
tubes before the year ended. 

The list of radio improvements in the 
last twelve months is too long to recite 
here.

Army-Navy Legislation 
(Continued from First Page) 
despite the fact that Congress at the 
last session appropriated for a strength 
of 165,000 men. Will the appropriations 
committee allow funds for the annual 
assignment of 1,000 Reserve officers to 
a year’s active duty and for giving 50 
of them commiss‘ons in the Regular 
Army as authorized by Congress last 
year? The Bureau of the Budget has 
denied any money for this important 

project. 

Another matter will be appropriations 
for “frontier” air bases as authorized at 
the last session. Still anether important 
item is the question of money for the 
additional enl'sted grades and ratings 
required under the increase in the 
strength of the Army. The question of 
building a replacement battleship or 
two and funds for new aircraft for 
both the Army and Navy will be an im- 
portant question when the supply bills 
are taken up. An enlisted personnel 
increase for the Navy and Marine 
Corps will be asked. 

Last session was a major one in terms 
of Army and Navy legislation. The 
Army, particularly had more favorable 
measures passed than in the preceding 
decade. All of the services benefited 
from the restoration of the pay cut, the 


stabilization of rental and subsistence 
allowances, and legislation assuring 


the longevity pay restoration. Enroll- 
ment at both West Point and Annapolis 
was increased, as was the enlisted 
strength of the Army and Navy. A 
personnel bill was passed for the Navy 
as well as the Army. The Navy mea- 
sure increasing the officer strength, en- 
larging the number of officers allowed in 
the upper grades, and providing for the 
retention on the active list of a large 
group of officers taken in during the

Increased strength and training will 
be sought next session by the National 


Guard Association and the Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Association. The National Guard 
is asking for an increase in personne! 
to 210,000, while the ROA has adopted 
the following legislation program, ex- 
pressed in a resolution adopted by their 
last convention. 

“BP IT RESOLVED, That we vig- 
orously oppose all legislation that may 
be proposed which will in any way di- 
minish, curtail, prevent or prohibit the 
continuation of military training in any 
manner, directly or indirectly, as now 
carried on by the War Department un- 
der the provisions of the National De- 
fense Act of 1920 as amended to date. 


“We are opposed to the disarmament 
of the United States for the purpose of 
economy, as an acclaimed means to 
bring about world peace, or as an ex- 
ample which some persons hope other 
nations will follow. 

“We believe that adequate military 
and naval preparedness for the United 
States is the best guarantee of peace; 
that such preparedness requires a Regu- 
lar Army of not less than 14,068 officers 
and 165,000 enlisted men; a National 
Guard of 210,000 enlisted men with a 
proportionate number of officers, with 
provision for forty-eight armory drills 
and a fifteen-day summer encampment 
each year; an Officers’ Reserve Corps 
of at least 120.000 active officers with 
provision for the annual training for 
I4-day periods of all eligible and avail- 
able Reserve officers; the annual train- 
ing of all eligible applicants for the 
C. M. T. CG. and not less than 50,000 each 
year; and in the support of National 
rifle and pistol matches annually, with 
reasonable assistance to all civilian rifle 
and pistol clubs. 

“We also believe that such prepared- 
ness measures include the unqualified 
support of the R. O. T. C., and we en- 
dorse the stand consistently taken by 
the Association of Land Grant Colleges 
in favor of required military instruction 
in all publicly supported institutions, to 
the end that a minimum of 8,000 stu- 
dents be graduated annually to the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps. 

“We believe in a

London Naval Conference 


The dramatic scenes accompanying 
the resignation of Sir Samuel Hoare as 
the Foreign Minister have entirely 
overshadowed the opening sessions of 
the delegates to the London Conference, 
while the menace of possible war in 
the Mediterranean has caused most 
European governments to give their 
immediate attention to increasing rather 
than to limiting their fleets. 

Although deprived of its usual spot 
light and surrounded by a tense almost 
warlike atmosphere, the Conference has 
been applying itself diligently to the ap- 
parently impossible task of reconciling 
the conflicting claims of the attending 
States. Up to the present moment, 
Japan has been allowed the most time 
in order that her delegates could develop 
to the utmost her claim to equality or 
parity. Her spokesman, Admiral Na- 
gano, well known in Washington where 
he served as Naval Attache, has ably 
presented his country’s views. He rested 
his case mainly on the abstract princi- 
ple that a sovereign state could not 
endure the mortification of being as- 
signed a smaller navy than another 
state. This left him open to a crushing 
reply (not long withheld) by France 
and Italy, who had voluntarily accepted 
a still smaller ratio than Japan. Ad- 
miral Nagano extricated himself from 


this untenable position by belatedly 
conceding these same rights to France 
and Italy. 


This corner was scarcely rounded by 
the doughty Nipponese Admiral before a 
British delegate suggested that it was 
not only a question of fleets, but of 





armies and aircraft. This harpoon went 
home because, although an _ insular 
power and claiming the utmost in sea- 
power, Japan has an army barely sec- 
ond to that of France, and if permitted 
a navy equal to Britain and the United 
States, she would possess at the same 
time a fleet and an army second to none, 
a concentrated preponderance of mili- 
tary power of infinite potentialities. 
When the Washington Conference 
fixed the naval ratios of Great Britain, 
United States, Japan, France and Italy, 
their approximate army strengths were 
in the following order: France, Japan, 


Italy, Great Britain and the United 
States. Possession of the world's largest 
army did much to reconcile France, 


with her proud naval traditions, to ac- 
cepting a definite and considerable in- 
feriority to her old naval rival, England. 
Italy was content so long as her naval 
position in the Mediterranean was not 
imperilled by that of France. In addi- 
tion, Italy's army in Europe was a 
close second to that of France, so that 
in the European theatre, if we consider 
armies as well as fleets, Great Britain 
and France were on an almost military 
balance, with Italy slightly behind in 
actual aggregate strength but substan- 
tially equal if her strong concentrated 
geographical position is added. 

With reference to the United States 
and Japan, the greater naval strength 
of the United States was compensated 
by the greater army superiority of 
Japan. To which at Japan's suggestion 
were added the limitations on fortifica- 
tions of our possessions in the Pacific. 
In short, the Washington Conference 
provided the participating powers sub- 
stantial equality of security, a real 
parity in protection. There has been no 
substantial change in relative strengths 
of their armies during the existence of 
the naval treaties, so if the present 
claims of Japan were allowed and she 
built up her fleet, she could dominate 
Asia with her armies, and protect their 
sea communications with her parity 
fleet. That is to say, Japan would be 
absolutely unassailable and could work 
her will in the Far East. It is easy to 
understand the aspiration of Japan to 
occupy this splendid position, but not 
since the days of Rome has the worl 
permitted one State such formidable 
powers, 

Every effort has been made to keep 
political questions from vexing the Con- 
ference, but they protrude themselves 
nevertheless. Thus while British and 
Italian delegates seated around § the 
same conference table were seeking a 
solution to the same naval limitation 
problem, the British Foreign Office was 
openly seeking allies to resist any 
Italian attacks that might follow from 
the application of sanctions to Italy, 
European diplomacy has _ furnished 
strange sights but none more fantastic 
than this one. Nor is the Japanese 
position much more logical, for, while 
she protests she fears for her own 
security unless her fleet is at once made 
as strong as Great Britain’s or ours, her 
troops are on the march in China and 
she feels strong enough to threaten 
Mongolia, a ward of Soviet Russia, at 
the same time. 

The Christmas holidays came oppor- 
tunely for the Conference. Its members 
have established friendly relations. And 
while their difficult task still lies ahead 
of them they will now have an oppor- 
tunity to reflect upon the various pro- 
posals, to consult with their home gov- 
ernments and to seek for a sane formula 
that may preserve the idea of voluntary 
naval limitation, and if, in the mean- 
while, the European situation brightens 
the Conference can reassemble under 
happier auspices. It will be well for 
the world if it were given such 4& 
Christmas present, for any one who 
takes the trouble to read the despatches 
from Europe and Asia must be aware 
that the Four Horsemen are again ready 
for another grand gallop around the 
world.

Assistant Secretary of War Woodring 
this week announced the award of a 
contract for the procurement of 90 
Bombardment Airplanes to the Douglas 
Aircraft Company, Ine., Santa Monica, 
Calif., at a total cost of $6,498,000.00. 
EKighty-two of these airplanes are to be 
delivered, by flight, to Tactical Units, 
and the remaining 8 to be delivered to 
Depots as spare parts. 

In accordance with the established 
practice of the War Department the 
airplane for which the award was given 
has been thoroughly tested by the Air 
Corps Materiel Division, Wright Field, 
Ohio. 

The airplane is of the all-metal low 
wing monoplane type powered with two 


Cyclone engines, and represents a 
marked advance over types of Bombard- 
ment planes now in service or being 
procured. 


Announcement was also made of the 
purchase of one squadron of four- 
twotored bombers, consisting of thirteen 
planes of the latest design as submitted 
by the Boeing Company of Seattle, 
Wash. Manufacture of these planes 
will be undertaken at once.

Solve Radio “Mystery Waves” 


The Navy Department announced this 
week that the mysterious radio inter- 
ference that has interfered with com- 
mercial, naval and military high fre- 
quency radio has been identified. 

The source of this interference popu- 
larly known since last September as the 
“Shadow” has finally been traced to high 
frequency vacuum tube machines sup- 
plied to the medical profession. 

The Navy, and some hundreds of 
Naval Reservists in various parts of the 
country made many observations during 
the past few weeks. These reports were 
collected and analyzed. It soon became 
evident that the interference was being 
produced simultaneously in many differ- 
ent parts of the country. This inter- 
ference has been definitely identified in 
Seattle, Wash., Boston, Mass., and Char- 
lotte, N. C., and can readily be identi- 
fied in any other cities where such ma- 
chines are being operated. 

The Navy Department has supplied 
certain information to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission and had re- 
quested that body to take steps to 
eliminate the interference. 

The interfering signals are mostly 
heard on frequencies between 11000 and 
20000 kes., and consist of a low-pitched 
sixty cycle tone which changes fre- 
quency at irregular times. They are 
usually heard between the hours of 8 
A. M., E. S. T. and 8 P. M., E SS. T., 
though heard later on the Pacific Coast. 
This interference has been reported from 
all parts of the United States, Honolulu, 
Nova Scotia, Puerto Rico and the Canal 
Zone. 

The Naval Research Laboratory at 
Bellevue and Cruft Laboratory at Har- 
vard University supplied very valuable 
assistance in determining the source of 
the interference. Lt. Comdr. C. C. Kols- 
ter, USNR, of Boston, Lt. E. J. Gluck, 
USNR, of Charlotte, N. C., and Lt. G. V. 
Wiltse, USNR of Seattle, Wash., were 
instrumental in solving the problem. 

Some of the most important data was 
developed by Doctor H. R. Mimno at 
the Cruft Laboratory and by Doctor 
A. H. Taylor of the Naval Research 
Laboratory, and these organizations 
were largely responsible for the results 
obtained. 





Submarine Vacancies 


The Bureau of Navigation is receiving 
insufficient requests from enlisted men 
for submarine training. Seamen, Fire- 
men, and certain petty officers third 
class are desired for this instruction, 
and according to present estimates about 
forty men will be required each month 
for instruction at the Submarine School, 
New London, Conn. 

Commanding officers have been re- 
quested to encourage men that are 
physically and in other respects quali- 
fied to apply for submarine duty, and 
to forward such requests promptly to 
the Bureau. Attention is invited to the 
fact that qualified submarine men are 
paid extra compensation.

THE AMERICAN PEOPLE FACE a New Year menaced by disturbing inter- 
national relations if not by a war involving the Great Powers in Europe and the 
Far East. They have no intention of being drawn into a struggle should it come, 
and to this end are determined to observe a strict policy of neutrality. To go 
back no further than the World War, this was the design of President Wilson, 
but the current of events sapped the foundations of his effort, and finally we were 
driven to participation in the hostilities. It is of historical proof that had the 
United States been prepared on land and sea and in the air, the various incidents 
which aroused our people, in all probability would not have occcurred, or at least 
prompt satisfaction of damage would have been made. To escape a like disaster, 
there is a demand throughout the country for adequate National Defense. Even 
the poll of the 150,000 members of 2,023 churches being conducted by the Council 
for Social Action of the Congregational and Christian Churches of America, shows 
that nearly 43% of those responding favor “a larger Navy, Army and Air Force,” a 
surprising percentage in view of the generally known attitude of this class of our 
citizens. This same poll, which incidentally reveals strong opposition to com- 
pulsory military training, establishes a majority sentiment for national isolation 
through strict neutrality legislation. In both of these matters, the Church vote 
is in accord with the policy of the President. Under that policy we shall have a 
Treaty Navy whether the existing London arms limitation conference reaches an 
agreement or not, the enlisted strength of the Army and National Guard are being 
increased to the strength recommended by the General Staff, and both the Army 
and the Navy are adding to their air equipment. It would be prudent for the 
President to expand his program somewhat, by providing additional commissioned 
personnel for the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps. So far as the neutrality 
law is concerned, experience in the Italo-Ethiopian war has demonstrated that it 
is a source of danger rather than a promoter of peace. The attempt to expand 
the ban on exports beyond implements of war brought notice from Rome that 
cessation of oil shipments would be regarded as an unfriendly act, and the Secre- 
tary of the Interior found it necessary to recant a suggestion to stop sales to the 
belligerents which he had publicly made to oil producers. The fact is the old 
system, with its right of seizure and search, has advantages which ought not 
to be overlooked. At least it should be taken as a guide in connection with the 
proposed legislation. 


IT WILL LITTLE AVAIL A WISE Congress to “provide for the common 
defense” if the practice of the Bureau of the Budget to refuse to permit the use 
of the moneys thus appropriated be allowed to continue. In response to nation- 
wide support and sound military advice the Congress appropriated $20,000,000 
additional for the expansion during the current fiscal year of the Army to an 
enlisted strength of 165,000. This was beyond the recommendations of the Bureau 
of the Budget, whose estimates would have provided only for the old 118,750 
strength. However, after the funds were appropriated the Budget Bureau told the 
War Department it could use only $11,000,000 of the increase. True, the Budget 
did offer the Army the opportunity of returning after the New Year and presenting 
arguments for release of a portion of the $9,000,000 withheld, but in view of the 
Budget’s 1937 estimates for only 147,000 enlisted strength it is not probable that 
the Bureau will relent to any appreciable extent. This policy of withholding funds 
intended for the enlisted men undoubtedly would be extended by the Bureau to 
prevent the use of the funds to provide for additional grades and ratings. The 
cost of the additional grades and ratings necessary for the authorized strength 
would be only about $7,000,000 and it would go an appreciable way to relieve the 
long-standing stagnation in the promotion of non-commissioned officers. But if 
that is to be done Congress must make it plain to the nation and the Bureau of 
the Budget that it intends to have its will carried out and not thwarted by ad- 
ministrative action.

Study Fitness Report Revision—Revision of the reports on fitness of officers of 
the Navy is being considered in the Bureau of Navigation in an effort to improve 
on the system of promotion by selection. 

Members of the Line selection board which met this past month were asked by 
the Secretary of the Navy to submit either singly or as a unit recommendations 
and suggestions for changes in the present fitness report form. The reports are 
now being studied with a view to revising the present form so as to give a more 
complete and accurate picture of officers and the opinion held of them by their 
superior officers. 

Under the present system of promotion, fitness reports play an all-important 
part in selection for advancement, especially in the lower grades. In passing on 
the records of lieutenant commanders, lieutenants, and lieutenants, junior grade, 
selection boards are guided for the most part by the graduations in the fitness 
reports. Courts-martials and other unfavorable matter, and special favorable re- 
ports and record of outstanding service, of course, are important when present, 
but in the majority of cases boards have to depend on the regular semi-annual 
reports. And it is here that much of the criticism of the present system of pro- 
motion by selection has been directed. 

The contention is often made that the fitness reports of the majority of officers 
shows little difference in their relative abilities, and on the other hand that the 
difference in reporting seniors often results in varying reports for the same caliber 
of service. Most of the proposed changes in the system of promotion have to 
do with either improving the form of the fitness reports or in establishing some other 
measuring stick in attempting to weigh comparative ability. Hope is held at the 
Department that with the recommendations of the nine flag officers, planning 
officers of the Bureau of Navigation can work out a new type of report which will 
remove the deficiencies in the present system. 

Members of the senior selection board who were asked to submit reports, 
are as follows: Admiral Joseph M. Reeves, Commander-in-Chief of the U. S. Fleet; 
Vice Adm. H. V. Butler, Commanding Aircraft, Battle Force; Vice Adm, W. D. 
Leahy, Commander, Battleships, Battle Force; Rear Adm. David F. Sellers, Super- 
intendent of the Naval Academy; Rear Adm. T. C. Hart, Commander Cruisers, 
Scouting Force; Rear Adm. Claude C. Bloch, Judge Advocate General of the Navy; 
Rear Adm. C. H. Woodward, Commander Destroyers, Battle Force; Rear Adm. 
W. BE. Watson, President Naval Examining Board; Rear Adm. J. R. Defrees, 
Commandant of the Washington Navy Yard. 


Appointment and Assignment of General Officers—Announcement of the appoint- 
ment this week of five line generals and three branch chiefs for the Army leaves 
only the appointment of a chief of the National Guard Bureau and assistant chiefs 
for the Medical Department, the Adjutant General’s Department and the Air 
Corps—the latter two vacancies occuring through the promotion of assistants to 
be chiefs. It is expected that these vacancies for assistants will be filed within a 
few days. 

In the matter of assignments, General Moses will take over the Hawaiian

Division, while General Cole will be made commanding general of the Fifth Corps 
Area. Generals Major and Hartshorn will remain on the present duties, in charge 
of CCC activities and executive for reserve affairs, respectively. General Sweeney 
will remain at Ft. Douglas, relinquishing command of the 38th Infantry amg 
taking over command of the 6th Brigade. Brig. Gen. Clement A. Trott, now jp 
command of the 6th Brigade, will go to Boston to take over the 18th Brigade 
Brig. Gen. Frank W. Rowell, now at Boston, will go to Panama as a sector 
commander. 

During the next year a number of additional vacancies will occur, creating pro. 
motions for a number of officers along the line. In the branches, Maj. Gen. Lonjs 
H. Bash, the Quartermaster General, will be retired for age March 7, while Maj, 
Gen. Frederick W. Coleman will complete his tour as Chief of Finance on April 23 
after which he will return to the Infantry for service. In April, Maj. Gen. Dennis 
E. Nolan will retire; in May, Maj. Gen. Paul B. Malone; in September, both Maj, 
Gen. Frank Parker and Maj. Gen. Frank C. Bolles; in November, Maj. Gen, 
Lytle Brown and in December, Maj. Gen. Charles E. Kilbourne. Among the 
brigadier generals of the line, Brig. Gen. Hamilton S. Hawkins, Brig. Gen. Casper 
H. Conrad, jr., Brig. Gen. James B. Cowan and Brig. Gen. Ernest D. Scott, aj 
will retire in September, while Brig. Gen. Arthur 8S. Conklin will retire in Novem. 
ber. Thus on the basis of known vacancies there will be necessary during the 
coming year to make promotions of six brigadier generals to be major generals 
and eleven colonels to be brigadier generals. 


In the present selection of major generals it will be noted that Maj. Gen 
Andrew Moses and Maj. Gen. William E. Cole, although ranking six and seven 
respectively on the list of brigadier generals, were the senior two who had at 
least two years more to serve. In the appointments to be brigadier generals, it 
is interesting to observe that the selections were made further down the list of 
colonels than usual. Brig. Gen. Duncan K. Major, jr., was the most senior, he 
being number 73 on the promotion list of colonels. Brig. Gen. Walter C. Sweeney, 
was number 102 and Brig. Gen. Edwin 8S. Hartshorn number 124. General Major 
and General Sweeney will have four years and four months and four years and 
eleven months, respectively, to remain on the active list, while General Hartshom 
will have nearly three years. 

In observing the line general appointments it is noted that all served in 
France, Generals Moses and Cole as Field Artillery Brigade commanders, Generals 
Major and Sweeney as division chiefs of staff, and General Hartshorn in the First 
Corps headquarters. The three brigadiers all were infantry officers, while the two 
major generals had been artillerymen. All the new general officers hold the 
Distinguished Service Medal, General Sweeney in addition having the Silver Star, 
and General Hartshorn a Polish decoration. Three of the five new line generals 
are West Point Graduates, Generals Moses, Cole, and Major, while General Sweeney 
started as an enlisted man and General Hartshorn was commissioned originally 
in the volunteers. 

In the case of the new branch chiefs, two were promotions from assistant to 
chief of branch, Generals Conley and Westover. General Reed was number seven 
on the list of colonels of the Inspector General’s Department. Generals Reed and 
Westover both have ample time to complete four year tours, but General Conley 
will retire for age in April, 1938. Both Generals Conley and Westover are Mili- 
tary Academy graduates, although the latter won his Academy appointment while 
serving in the ranks. General Reed, son of the famous Army Medical officer, began 
his career as an enlisted man. All three of the new branch chiefs have had 
Infantry service, General Westover, however, went into the Signal Corps during 
the War and then into the Air Service and Air Corps. These three, too, all 
hold the Distinguished Service Medal, General Conley also having a Silver Star. 

The age situation among the present major generals of the line is most 
interesting. After November of 1939—just four years away—all of the present 
major generals, including the two new appointees, will have passed to the retired 
list leaving only Maj. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, who has until 1944 to serve, and 
Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum who has until 1943. There will be six retirements in 
1936, one in 1937, nine in 1938, and three in 1939. Much the same situation exists 
among the brigadier generals, only ten of the present 46 remaining in the 
service after 1940. Five brigadier generals retire in 1936, seven in 1937, eight in 
1938, seven in 1939, nine in 1940, eight in 1941, only Brig. Ger. J. L. DeWitt and 
Brig. Gen. F. W. Rowell remaining on the active list until 1944. 


Chief of Chaplains Gets First Hand Information—Col. Alva J. Brasted. Chief of 
Chaplains of the Army, is maintaining the closest contact with chaplains in the 
field and their difficulties and solutions in order that he may be of the utmost 
help to them in solving their problems. Constantly on the go, from post to post, 
he has recently returned to his desk in Washington after a most interesting trip 
to Panama. 

At Fort Randolph he made three addresses on December 11. The next day 
he started with an address at 7:30 in the morning at France field and during 
the day made six addresses, including two at Ft. Davis, one at Ft. De Lesseps, 
and two at Ft. Sherman. The same day he made three inspections, one each at 
France Field, Ft. Davis and Ft. Sherman. Friday he went to the Pacific side 
and made four addresses, two at Balboa Heights, two at Ft. Clayton, and one at 
Albrook Field. In addition he called on the Department Commander and the 
Sector Commander, held a conference with all the chaplains of the Department, 
and inspected the Chaplain’s activities at Ft. Clayton. Saturday, Dec. 14, Chaplain 
Brasted made seven addresses, two at Corozal, two at Ft. Amador, one 
at Quarry Heights, one at the Boy Scout and Cub Pack rally, and one at the 
Tal Sherith Israel Synagogue. Also he inspected the chaplain’s activities at 
Corozal and Ft. Amador. Sunday he made a brief talk at the Ft. Clayton Post 
Sunday School, delivered a sermon at the Post chapel at 10 A. M. and one at 
the Balboa Union Church at 11 A. M. Chaplain Brasted was scheduled to speak 
twice again that evening but the early sailing of the transport necessitated cal 
cellation.

Transfer to Fleet Naval Reserve—The Bureau of Navigation this week called to 
the attention of commanding and executive officers and their yeomen the iron- 
pound policy of the Bureau to not cancel applications for transfer to the Fleet 
Naval Reserve or authorizations for transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve. A number 
of enlisted men of approximately 16 or 20 years’ service submit their applications 
for transfer to become effective on completion of their 16 or 20 years’ and then 
prior to the transfer, for various reasons, request that their applications or their 
authorizations be cancelled. Other requests indicate a desire to delay the effective 
date of transfer for one or two years in order that they may continue on until they 

a permanent appointment in order to get greater benefits when they do 
transfer to the Reserve or for some other personal reason. It is the policy of the 
Bureau to authorize transfers to the Fleet Naval Reserve as much as two years 
in advance. 

An item in connection with transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve with the 
benefits of 16 or 20 years’ service, which is not generally understood in the forces 
afloat, is that men with broken service over the period July 1, 1925, are eligible 
only for transfer to Class F-5. Specifically, this works as follows: Supposing a 
man had ten years’ service in May, 1925, and that he was paid off and stayed 
out four months, then in September, 1925, reenlisted. In September, 1935, (as a 
CPO PA) he would have twenty years’ total service and be eligible for transfer 
to the Reserve. A great many men in this class do not know they are not eligible 
for transfer with the pay benefits of twenty years’ service, that is, into Class 
F4-D, but are eligible for transfer only to Class F-5. This means that the retainer 
pay after serving twenty years is only about $63.00 per month. If this service had 
not been broken over July 1, 1925, his retainer pay after 20 years’ service would be 
$63.00 plus 259% of $126.00, plus 10% for extraordinary heroism or for 95% average 
marks in conduct, $103.95. 

Continuing, the Bureau states: 

“The Bureau's policy was arrived at after due consideration and the fact that 
heretofore the privilege of requesting transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve was 
seriously abused by some men in order to obtain their personal ends concerning 
change of duty, getting out of serving duty they did not like, getting home from 
the Asiatic Station, and for numerous other reasons which caused great expense 
and inconvenience to the Government. (In many cases after obtaining their change 
of duty or transportation home, as a result of their authorization, they then had 
the authorization cancelled.) If the present policy concerning transfers is dis- 
sminated more thoroughly throughout the Fleet, cases such as the one cited 
above will not happen and the man will get the full benefit from his service 
because of not being improperly avdised.” 

Another type case of frequent occurrence is that of the enlisted man who 
submits his request for transfer with 15 years’ service or a little more, and that 
his rating is first class petty officer. The authorization is issued to take effect in 
about a year’s time. Suppose, now, that the man during this last year of service 
is promoted to chief petty officer, acting appointment, with about six months still 
to serve. He must serve in his acting appointment one year before he is eligible 
for permanent appointment. Realizing the benefits of transfer to the Reserve with 
a permanent appointment as chief petty officer, he submits request for cancella- 
tion of the authorization, as he wishes to stay on six months longer in order to 
get his permanent appointment. In this type of case, the Bureau takes the point 
of view that the man should have anticipated the possibility of his making chief 
petty officer, permanent appointment, and not submitted his request to the Bureau 
for transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve until that possibility no longer existed and 
until he wanted immediate transfer.

‘ent body of troops he had ever seen.” Speaker Byrns also paid the regiment high 
compliments.

Maj. Gen. Andrew Moses 

General Moses was born in Stricklin, 
Texas, June 6, 1874, and appointed to 
the United States Military Academy in 
June, 1893. 

Upon graduation in June, 1897, he 
was commissioned additional Second 
Lieutenant of Infantry, in which capa- 
city he served until March 8, 1898, when 
he was commissioned Second Lieutenant, 
Field Artillery. Promoted to First Lieu- 
tenant November 9, 1899, Captain, 
August 22, 1901, Major, Coast Artillery 
Corps, October 5, 1911, Lieutenant Col- 
onel, May 15, 1917, Colonel, July 1, 1920. 
He transferred to Field Artillery,

was promoted to Brigadier General, Na- 
tional Army, serving as such until March 
15, 1920. 

On August 22, 1917, he was ordered to 
Camp Jackson, South Carolina, where 
he commanded the 316th Field Artillery, 
and the 156th Field Artillery Brigade, 
until July 26, 1918. In July, 1918, he 
sailed for France, where he commanded 
the Brigade until June 1, 1919. Return- 
ing to New York, he became Chairman 
of the Joint Board of Review for Re- 
delivery of Troop Transports, from June 
15, 1919, until May 15, 1920. 

From New York, General Moses was 
ordered to the Army War College, Wash- 
ington, D. ©., where he remained, first 
as student and later as instructor, until 
August, 1923, when he was transferred 
to the Hawaiian Department. In the 
fall of 1926 he reported for duty in the 
office of the Chief of Field Artillery, 
where he remained until ordered to duty 
with the Organized Reserves, Washing- 
ton, D. ©., on January 16, 1927. He 
remained on duty with the Organized 
Reserves, Washington, D. C., until, the 
summer of 1928, when he was -made 
Director, G-1 Course, Army.

Commanding the 316th 
Field Artillery from August, 1917, and the 
156th Field Artillery Brigade from June, 
1918, until it was demobilized, he exhibited 
qualities of excellent leadership and military 
attainments of a high order. Later, as 
chairman of a joint board of review, he 
occupied a position of great responsibility, 
having full charge and control of the re- 
delivery of all ships allocated to the War 
Department during the World War. By his 
administrative ability, excellent judgment, 
energy, and tact, he rendered conspicuous 
services in bringing about speedy and accu- 
rate settlements with the ship-owners, which 
resulted in a large saving to the Govern- 
ment.” 


Maj. Gen. William E. Cole 

General Cole was born at Willard, 
Utab, September 27, 1874, and appointed 
to the United States Military Academy 
from that place in June, 1894. Upon 
graduation from West Point in 1898, he 
was commissioned second lieutenant, 1st 
Artillery, and joined his regiment at 
Tybee Island, Georgia, on May 19th. 

General Cole was promoted first lieu- 
tenant, December 15, 1900; captain, 
Artillery Corps, September 28, 1901; 
major, Coast Artillery Corps, March 7, 
1912; lieutenant colonel (temporary), 
June 22, 1917; colonel (temporary), 
August 5, 1917. He was appointed 
brigadier general, National Army, August 
8, 1918. He reverted to his Regular 
Army grade of lieutenant colonel, April 
10, 1919. He was promoted colonel, 
Coast Artillery Corps, July 1, 1920. He 
was appointed brigadier general, Janu- 
ary 13, 1930, 

October 1, 1917, he was detailed in 
the Adjutant General's Department, and 
served in the office of The Adjutant 
General until October 31 the same year, 
when he was ordered to Camp Meade, 
Md., where he organized and commanded 
the 351st Field Artillery, 92nd Division, 
and sailed with his regiment for France 
in June, 1918. He commanded the 153rd 
Field Artillery Brigade, 90th Division, 
during the St. Mihiel offensive. 

Returning to the United States on 
October 4, 1918, he was assigned to the 
command of the 11th Field Artillery 
Brigade, Camp Meade, Md., and remained 


with that Brigade until it was de- 
mobilized, December 12, 1918 From 


Camp Meade, General Cole was trans- 
ferred to Camp Jackson, 8. C., where he 
commanded the 20th Field Artillery 
Brigade until its demobilization. He 
commanded Camp Jackson from January 
7, 1919, until April 10, 1919. In August, 
1919, he was ordered to Washington Bar- 
racks, D. C., as special student, General 
Staff College, and graduated in June 
the following year. In September, 1920, 
he became Commandant, Coast Artillery 
School, Ft. Monroe, Va. On November 
4, 1920, General Cole was placed in com- 
mand of the Coast Artillery Brigade 
(Railway), at Camp Eustis, Va., where 
he remained until June 30, 1921. 

General Cole was Chief of the Train- 
ing Section in the office of the Chief of 
Coast Artillery until December 25, 1924. 
In January, 1925, he was transferred to 
Hawaii. 

Returning to the United States in the 
fall of 1927, he was detailed as Presi- 
dent of the Coast Artillery Board, with 
station at Ft.-Monroe, Va. On January 
18, 1930, he was placed in command of 
the 1st Coast Artillery District, Boston, 
Mass.

Brig. Gen. Duncan Kennedy Major, Jr. 

General Major was born in New York 
City, New York, on April 2, 1876. He 
was appointed to the United States Mili- 
tary Academy from New York on June 
19, 1895, and upon graduation, on Febru- 
ary 15, 1899, he was commissioned a 
second lieutenant of Infantry. 

General Major was promoted to first 
lieutenant of Infantry on January 29, 
1901; to captain of Infantry on Febru- 
ary 16, 1907; to major of Infantry on 
May 15, 1917; to lieutenant colonel, Na- 
tional Army (temporary) on August 26, 
1917; to colonel (temporary) on August 
6, 1918. He reverted to his permanent 
rank of major on August 31, 1919; was 
promoted to lieutenant colonel, Regular 
Army, on July 1, 1920; and to colonel, 
Regular Army, on April 10, 1923. 

After receiving his commission in the 
Army, General Major joined the 14th In- 
fantry, at Manila, Philippine Islands, on 
April 12, 1899, and served with that 
regiment at Manila and _ Bacoor, 
Philippine Islands, until July 15, 1900. 
While in the Philippines, he served with 
General Schwan’s Expedition in Cavite

On July 15, 1900, General Major 
sailed from Manila with the 14th In- 
fantry which was part of the China 
Relief Expedition, and arrived in China 
on July 27, 1900. He participated in 
the battles of Peitsang on August 5, at 
Yangtsun on August 6, and the attack 
on the gates of the Imperial City on 
August 15, 1900. He remained in China 
until November 1, 1900, when he re- 
turned to Manila where he was stationed 
until July. 20, 1901.

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Army Stratosphere Fliers 


A most interesting description of the 
National Geographic Society-U. 8. Army 
Stratosphere expedition has been written 
py Capt. Albert W. Stevens, AC, USA, 
commander of the expedition, and pub- 
lished in the January issue of the Na- 
tional Geographic magazine. Captain 
Stevens made the flight Nov. 11, 1935, 
with Capt. Orvil A. Anderson, AC, USA. 


The smooth functioning of the balloon 
and the many scientific instruments 
within the gondola was a_ striking 
tribute to the care in preparation given 
by the Air Corps officers, the ground 
crew, and the scientists. Captain 
Stevens reported that the artificial air 
supply manufactured within the gondola 
was perfect and that little difference 


was noticed when the gondola was 
opened and fresh air flowed in. 
Captain Stevens gives an excellent 


matter-of-fact description of the moment 
they reached the “top.” 

“When we had discharged all the bal- 
last deemed advisable,” he wrote, “the 
balloon stopped rising, and began mov- 
ing gently up and down, each vertical 
oscillation being less than the preceding 
one. The huge appendices gently closed 
—opened—closed again. 

“Finally, at 11:40 A. M. (MST) came 
the big moment when we were at the 
top. Our precision altimeter registered 
27% millimeters of mercury. 

“I opened the case of the Factograph 
(which automatically photographed the 
instrument readings) to look at the 
mercury column to see whether it could 
really be true that we were floating in 
air so thin that it would hold up only 
a little more than an inch of mercury. 
I opened the door quickly, for 1 did not 
dare let any moisture form on the bar- 
ometer tube lest it spoil the photo- 
graphic records. And, sure enough, the 
difference in the levels of the two arms 
of the U-shaped barometer was only a 
little over an inch. 

“At sea level our atmosphere holds up 
acolumn of mercury approximately 30 
inches high; here the air pressure was 
only enough to support a column less 
than a twenty-fifth as high. This meant 
that 24 of 25 parts of the total atmos- 
phere of the world was beneath our 
level—only one twenty-fifth above us. 

“Reference to the correction table 
showed that the altimeter had a 2-milli- 
meter correction at the part of the scale 


how reached, and that our altitude 
should be that corresponding to 29% 
millimeters, or 73,000 feet. 

“This correction was a rough and 


ready one which could give us only an 


approximation of the truth. We knew 
that we would have to await the cali- 
bration of the instruments after the 


fight and corrections because of tem- 
perature in order to learn our true alti- 
tude, 

“It was a temptation to both of us 
to discharge more ballast and see the 
altimeter hand move to 26 or 25. At 
great altitudes it takes only a little 
more than a millimeter of mercury to 
cover a thousand feet of rise. 

“We knew we could dump another 
thousand pounds of ballast and go 2,000 
feet higher. But would we have enough 
ballast left to keep us from crashing on 
landing: 

“We could not afford to overlook the 
fact that the most vital function of bal- 
last in a balloon flight, in so far as the 
Safety of an expedition is concerned, is 
its release during the downward trip, 
and, especially as the earth is ap- 
proached, to reduce the speed of descent 
and bring the craft gently to its landing. 

We counted our remaining sacks in-

were made at the top of the flight, 13.71 
miles above sea level. 

“The earth could be seen plainly 
underneath through the lower porthole 
and hundreds of miles in every direc- 
tion through the side portholes. It was 
a vast expanse of brown, apparently 
flat, stretching on and on. Wagon roads 
and automobile highways were invisible, 


houses were invisible, and railroads 
could be recognized only by an _ oc- 
casional cut or fill. The larger farms 
were discernible as tiny rectangular 
areas. Occasional streaks of green 
vegetation showed the presence of 
streams. 


“Here and there water could be seen 
in the form of rivers or lakes, especially 
if the sun was reflected from the water’s 
surface. No sign of actual life on the 
earth could be detected. To us it was a 
foreign and lifeless world. The sun was 
the one object that commanded our at- 
tention; we were temporarily almost 
divorced from Mother Earth. 

“Overhead, the great balloon blocked 
our view of the sky above us. How I 
wished at this time that we could have 
a central tube in the balloon through 
which we could look at the zenith! I 
am sure that the sky would have been 
so dark directly overhead that we could 
have seen the stars at noonday. 

“As it was, we could see the sky, be- 


yond the sides of the balloon, at an 
angle of about 55 degrees above the 
horizon. 

“The horizon itself was a band of 


white haze. Above it the sky was light 
blue, and perhaps 20 or 30 degrees from 
the horizon it was of the blue color that 
we are accustomed to. But at the high- 
est angle that we could see it, the sky 
became very dark. I would not say that 
it was completely black; it was rather a 
black with the merest suspicion of very 
dark blue. 

“In the rigging hung a new flag of the 
United States. This flag was in full sun- 
light and I compared the blue of the 
field of this flag with that of the sky. 
Now the blue of our regulation flag is 
quite deep in shade, but it appeared a 
much lighter blue than the blue of the 
stratosphere sky. 

“We remained at our ceiling for an 
hour and a half, our instruments click- 
ing away as if to make the most of 
their unique opportunity. Then Captain 
Anderson opened one of the valves to 
start the balloon into descent. Nothing 
happened at first, and he valved again 
and again. Finally the balloon started 
into positive descent.”

Officers’ Training Camp, Fort Niagara, 
N. Y. On August 20, the same year, he 
was detailed in The Adjutant General's 
Department and ordered to Washington, 
D. C., for duty in the Office of The Adju- 

tant General. 

On February 6, 1918, he sailed for 
France for duty first at Langres and 
later in the office of the Provost Mar- 
shal General, in charge of the Prisoners 
of War Division. In October, 1919, Gen- 
eral Conley served with the American 
Commission to Negotiate Peace and as 
the American member of the Inter- 
allied Commission sitting in Berlin, was 
charged with examining into the situa- 
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tion of Russian prisoners of war in 
Germany. 

In December, 1919, he returned to the 
United States for duty in The Adjutant 
General’s Office, Washington, D. C., as 
an assistant in the Prisoners of War 
Section, as a member of the Infantry 
Board of Review, and later in charge of 
the Selective Service Division. On May 
1, 1922, he transferred to The Adjutant 
General’s Department. He was appointed 
brigadier general and Assistant The 
Adjutant General, June 1, 1933. 

General Conley is a member of the 
General Staff Corps Eligible List. 

General Conley has been awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal (United 
States) for his services in France, the 
citation for which reads as follows: 

“As chief of the prisoners of war division, 
the Provost Marshal General's Department, 
he had charge of and was responsible for 
all matters concerning the prisoners of war 
labor companies, escort companies, and in- 
closures. His sound judgment, marked 
ability, and devotion to duty resulted in 
the handling of the delicate prisoner of 
war questions in such a manner as to pro- 
duce only commendation.

General Conley has also been awarded 
the Silver Star Citation (United States), 
for gallantry in action against Spanish 
forces at Santiago, Cuba. 


Maj. Gen. Walter L. Reed 

General Reed was born in Fort 
Apache, Ariz., December 4, 1877, the son 
of Maj. Walter Reed, the distinguished 
Army Medical officer for whom Walter 
Reed General Hospital is named. 

He entered the military service as an 
enlisted man on June 17, 1898, serving 
as private, corporal, sergeant, quarter- 
master sergeant and first sergeant, Bat- 
teries C and N, 2nd Artillery. He was 
discharged as an enlisted man to accept 
a commission as second lieutenant of 
Infantry on August 9, 1900. He was pro- 
moted to first lieutenant on January &, 
1904, to captain, April 19, 1914, and to 
major, August 5, 1917. On May 11, 1918, 
he was appointed a temporary lieutenant 
colonel, and on May 6, 1919, a temporary 
colonel. He reverted to his permanent 
Regular Army rank on March 15, 1920. 
He was promoted to lieutenant colonel, 
‘Regular Army, on July 1, 1920, and to 
colonel on May 6, 1980. 

Colonel Reed was graduated from the 
School of the Line in 1921, from the 
General Staff School in 1922, from the 
Army War College in 1923 and from the 
Naval War College in 1924. He is on 
the General Staff Corps Eligible List. 
Colonel Reed has been serving a detail 
in the Inspector General’s Department 
since October 1, 1934, and is on duty in 
the Office of The Inspector General, 
Washington, D. C. 

Colonel Reed has been decorated with 
the Distinguished Service Medal, the 
citation for which follows: 

“In the organization and administration 
of the Inspector General's Department at 
Camp Pontanezen, Brest, France, thereby 
enabling that department to meet the exces- 
sive demands made upon it during the re- 
turn of the American Expeditionary Forces 
through the port of Brest.” 

Maj. Gen. Oscar Westover 

General Westover was born at Bay 
City, Mich., July 23, 1883. He enlisted 
in the Army on September 4, 1901, and 
served as a second and first class Pri- 
vate, Company “K,” 3d Battalion Engi- 
neers at Fort Totten, New York and at 
Washington Barracks, D. C., until June 
15, 1902, when he was appointed to the 
United States Military Academy from 
Michigan. Upon graduation on June 12, 
1906, General Westover was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant of Infan- 
try. 

General Westover was promoted to 
first lieutenant on April 13, 1911; to 
eaptain on July 1, 1916; to major, Sig- 
nal Corps (temporary) on October 20, 
1917; to lieutenant colonel, Air Corps 
(temporary) on August 14, 1918; and to 
colonel, Air Corps (temporary) on May 
24, 1919. He reverted to his permanent 
rank of major, Signal Corps, on June 
30, 1920; and was promoted to lieuten- 


} ant colonel, Regular Army, on January 





30, 1930. On December 22, 1931 he was 
appointed Assistant to Chief of Air 
Corps, with rank of Brigadier General. 

Aug. 25, 1917, he was assigned to duty 
with the 11th Infantry at Camp Chicka- 
mauga, Ga., until Sept. 19, 1917, when 
he became Signal Officer, Port of Em- 
barkation, Hoboken, N. J., on which 
duty he served until March 18, 1918.

from November, 1918 to October 18, 
1920. 
He attended the Balloon School, 


Omaha, after graduation from which in 
March, 1921, he became Chief, Balloon 
and Airship Division, Office Chief of Air 
Service, Washington, D. C., to December 
26, 1922. He attended the Air Service 
Airship School at Langley Field, Vir- 
ginia, graduating in April, 1922. He 
competed in the National and Interna- 
tional Balloon Races in May-July-August, 


1922. He was a student at the Air 
Corps Primary Flying School, Brooks 


Field, Texas, from which he graduated 
in June, 1923; and a student at the Air 
Corps Advanced Flying School, graduat- 
ing therefrom on December 28, 1923. 

General Westover was detailed as 
Assistant Chief of Air Corps on Janu- 
ary 13, 1932, and is now serving in that 
capacity in the Office, Chief of Air Corps. 

General Westover is on the General 
Staff Corps Eligible List. 

General Westover received the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal with the fol- 
lowing citation: 

“Lieutenant Colonel, Air Service, U. 38. 
Army. He served in turn as signal officer, 
port of embarkation, Hoboken, New Jersey, 
chief of storage department, Signal Corps, 
and chief of storage and traffic division, 
Bureau of Aeronautical Production, Air Ser- 
vice. By his great initiative, painstaking 
attention to details, exceptional ability, and 
untiring efforts he installed and developed 
with conspicuous success at all ports of 
embarkation a complete system of keeping 
records of shipment of Signal Corps and Air 
Service property for overseas. His services 
were of inestimable value to the Government 
in a position of great responsibility.”

Financial Digest 

The condition statement of weekly re- 
porting member banks in 101 leading 
cities on Dec. 18 shows increases for 
the week of $449,000,000 in total loans 
and investments and $253,000,000 in 
Government deposits, and decreases of 
$532,000,000 in reserve balances with 
Federal Reserve banks, $249,000,000 in 
demand deposits-adjusted and $122,000,- 
000 in deposit balances standing to the 
credit of domestic banks. 

Loans to brokers and dealers in New 
York City decreased $6,000,000; loans to 
brokers outside New York increased 
$8,000,000; and loans on securities to 
others (except banks) increased $13,- 
000,000 in the New York district and 
$16,000,000 at all reporting member 
banks, Holdings of acceptances and 





commercial paper showed no change for 
the week; real estate loans declined $2. 
000,000, and “other loans” increased $7, 
000,000 in the Chicago district and $¢, 
000,000 at all reporting member banks 

Holdings of United States Government 
direct obligations increased substantially 
in nearly every district, the total jp. 
crease amounting to $427,000,000; hold. 
ings of obligations fully guaranteed by 
the United States Government declineg 
$7,000,000; and holdings of “other ge. 
curities” declined $23,000,000 in the New 
York district and increased $2,000,000 at 
all reporting member banks. 

Demand deposits-adjusted declined 
$188,000,000 in the New York district,

Dirigible Committee Meets 

The Durand Committee, appointed 
last March to consider and make recom- 
mendations as to the future construc- 
tion of lighter-than-air ships by the 
Navy, was meeting in Washington, yes- 
terday, Dec. 27.

Fix CCC Strength 
The Civilian Conservation Corps will 
enter the New Year with a strength of 
428,000 men and maintain slightly less 


than 2,200 camps, it was learned this 
week. 

A reduction to 300,000 enrollees by 
the end of next June is planned by 


Emergency Conservation Work authori- 
ties, which they plan to establish as the 
permanent strength of the Corps. This 
will require the maintenance of slightly 
less than 1500 camps. As the number 
of Reserve oflicers required by the CCC 
is fixed at roughly three per camp, from 
which the number necessary for head- 
quarters and staff work is taken, some 
4,500 officers will be kept on active duty 
with the beginning of the first of the 
next fiscal year providing the Adminis- 
tration’s plans are approved by Con- 
gress. 

For the period beginning Jan. 1, 1936, 
it is estimated that between 6,500 and 
7,000 Reserve officers will be required.

War Department Regulations “Relief 
of Unemployment, Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps,” May 15, 1985, have been 
changed as follows:

“(4) Official Report of Injury to Member 
of Civilian Conservation Corps (Form CA 
2-C).—In order to protect the rights of 
members of the Civilian Conservation Corps 
accruing under the Federal Employees’ Com- 
pensation Act of September 7, 1916, as 
amended by the Emergency Appropriation 
Act of June 19, 1934, commanding officers of 
Civilian Conservation Corps companies will 
be responsible for the completion and for- 
warding through the district commander to 
the United States Employees’ Compensation 
Commission, Washington, D. C., Form CA 
2-C, and Form CA 3 (Report of Death) when 
required in the case of every member of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps who dies from 
any cause or who suffers a traumatic injury 
which results in a disability for work last- 
ing 15 days or more, or which may result 
in a permanent partial or total disability. 
The term “traumatic injury,” as used herein, 
means only injury by accident causing 
damage or harm to the physical structure 
of the body and does not include disease in 
any form except as it shall naturally result 
from the injury. Each camp will be fur- 
nished a copy of the Regulations of United 
States Employees’ Compensation Commission

(Form CA-22) and a supply of Form CA 
2-C and Form CA 3. See paragraph 96.” 

Also the following change was an- 
nounced : 


“53. Transportation and travel allowances, 

“n. Allowances.—(1) Parties of 10 or more 
individuals will be furnished suitable travel 
rations in kind when traveling and not pro- 
vided with cooking facilities, and liquid 
coffee money will be paid in Hien of the 
coffee, milk, and sugar components when it 


is impracticable to cook coffee en route. 
When cooking facilities are provided, the 
garrison ration in kind or the cash value 


thereof will be furnished. Excess costs of 
component articles, travel ration, or garri- 
son ration when purchased en route, over 
the cost of similar component articles at the 
station from which traveling, will be reim- 
bursed in the manner prescribed by para- 
graph 25, AR 30-2210. Parties of less than 
10 individuals will be paid monetary allow 
ances in lieu of rations st the rates pre- 
scribed in paragraph 2, AR 35-4520, for en- 
listed men of the Regular Army.”

More than 4,000 young men, classed 
as illiterate when they enrolled in the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, were taught 
to read and write during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1935, Robert Fechner, 
Director of Emergency Conservation 
Work, announced this week. The direc- 
tor’s statement was based on a letter 
forwarded from the U. 8. Office of Edu- 
eation which disclosed the results of a 
survey of the extent of illiteracy in the 
COCO camps. The communication, which 
was prepared by Howard W. Oxley, 
Director of CCC Camp Education, pointed 
out that the survey disclosed that during 
the month of July there were 7,369 
iNiterates in the conservation corps. Of 
this number, Mr. Oxley said, a total of 
5,406 were subsequently persuaded by 
educational advisers to attend classes. 
He added that during the fiscal year 
which ended June 30, 1935, a total of 
4,339 men who entered the CCC camps 
illiterate had been taught to read and 
write.

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Seek Aid For ROTC Units 
General Malin Craig, chief of staff of 
the Army, is actively supporting the Re- 
serve Officer Training Corps units, and 
for their benefit, as well as for the en- 
tire National Defense, is seeking in- 
creased grades and ratings for enlisted 
men and an increase in commissioned 
strength of the Regular Army to 14,000, 


This was revealed in a letter which 
General Craig has sent to the presidents 
of all Land Grant and State Institu- 
tions having ROTC Units. The letter was 
sent out after the General was advised 
of reports made by committees of the 
Association of Land Grant Colleges and 
the National Association of State Uni- 
versities, both of which complained of 
lack of interest by the War Department 
in ROTC affairs. 

The letter sets forth clearly the situa- 
tion facing the War Department as the 
result of a shortage of commissioned 
personnel and an insufficient number of 
non-commissioned officers, both of which 
hamper the Army in the performance in 
all of its functions. 

“My attention has been called,” Gen- 
eral Craig wrote, “to the report of the 
Committee on Military Affairs of the 
National Association of State Uni- 
versities which was adopted by the 
Association at its recent meeting here 
in Washington. 

“I am intensely interested in reports 
of this nature. I was _ particularly 
struck by that side of the picture in 
which the idea is presented that the 
War Department no longer considers the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps of pri- 
mary importance as a source of reserve 
officers. Too great emphasis cannot be 
placed on the fact that this is not the 
ease. This source of reserve officer pro- 





curement is becoming more and more 
important each year. This for the reason 
that the veterans’ of the World War 
are rapidly dropping out of the Re- 
serve due to age. 

“The real source of institutional com- 
plaint, as I see it, is the shortage of 
personnel, commissioned and enlisted. I 
recognize the fact, as does the Central 
Staff, that this is, in many cases, a just 
complaint. The following information is 
furnished you in order that you may ap- 
preciate the problems confronting the 
General Staff in this respect. Up to two 
years ago it was customary to maintain 
the commissioned personnel strength of 
the Army during the greater part of the 
year at approximately 12,000 officers 
plus the strength of the graduating class 
at the Military Academy. Due to present 
provisions in the Army Appropriation 
Act the commissioned personnel strength 
has been held strictly to a strength not 
exceeding 12,000. This has resulted in 
the loss of approximately 250 officers 
per year. In 1933 by Congressional Act 
113 retired officers were lost to the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps. ‘These 
officers were perfectly competent to per- 
form this work. It was not possible to 
replace them with officers from the 
active list. It was necessary to redis- 
tribute the remaining officers among the 
institutions maintaining Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps units to the best 
possible advantage. The existing short- 
age has been further aggravated by the 
increased enrollment at the institutions. 

“This year the number of institutions 
maintaining Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps units has been increased by Con- 
gressional mandate. Ninety additional 
officers have been provided for these new 
units. Add to the foregoing the de- 
mands which we have had to meet dur- 





ing the past two years for officers to 
meet the requirements of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps and other govern- 
mental activities, and you will see that 
our shortage of Commissioned personnel 


has arrived at the point where the 
efficiency. of all the activities of the 
Army are suffering. The same idea 
applies to available non-commissioned 


officers in that the increase a year ago 
of the enlisted personnel by some 46,000 
was made without providing a single 
grade or rating for these new men, so 
that our present men who have grades 
and ratings are stretched to the limit 
to absorb the new men. 

“This state of affairs is an emergency 
affecting the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps of your institution and all the 
activities of the War Department. I 
have a feeling that the emergency is 
practically a permanent one and the 
solution lies in the granting of the in- 
creased grades and ratings which we 
are seeking for the enlisted men, and 
the increase to 14,000 of commissioned 
personnel of the Regular Army which 
has been advocated for the past several 
years. 

“IT am writing you thus at some length 
because the senior units of the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps institutions, as 
pointed out above, constitute the out- 
standing source of reserve officer per- 
sonnel. From the point of view of na- 
tional defense, this is a source which we 
cannot either afford to see crippled or 
lose interest. Your Corps Area Com- 
mander is alive to the situation and 
within his means will be of assistance. 
In some cases, through the Corps Area 


Commander, fully qualified retired en- 
listed men and officers have been 
obtained who for a_ relatively small 


compensation have gladly rendered their

May Contest Retired Pay Cuts 


In a Christmas message to members 
of the Retired Officers Association, Col. 
A. T. Marix, USMC-Ret., president of 
the Association, reports a study is being 
made to determine the feasibility of a 
legal contest to secure recompensation 
for the pay cuts administered to retired 
personnel during the economy regime. 

“For some time,” Colonel Marix 
stated, “we have been making a very 
serious and thorough study of the con- 
stitutionality of recent legislation et- 
acted by Congress whereby we suffered 
a 15 per cent cut in pay. We are ip 
consultation with one of the leading law 
firms in Washington, in connection with 
this matter, and if they, after a most 
searching study of the question suggest 
that we have a fifty-fifty chance of re 
ceiving a favorable decision in the 
matter, we may enter suit to test out 
such constitutionality through the 
proper courts in Washington. However, 
if suit is commenced, it will be brought 
in the name of some individual officer. 

“Public, 262, 74th Congress, approved 
Aug. 12, 1935, exempts disabled emer- 
gency officers from paying government 
income tax on their retired benefits 
(pay). We are endeavoring, and shall 
so continue, to have such ‘Act’ apply 
equally to officers of the regular estal- 
lishment retired for physical disability. 
If we succeed in such effort we will 
then endeavor to have it apply to all 
retired officers. The wording of the 
Act is, in part, as follows: ‘Payments ® 
benefits due or to become due shall not 
be assignable, and such payments made 
to, or on account of, a beneficiary under 
any of the laws relating to veterans 
shall be exempt from taxation.’ . -: 

“Through a ‘recent act of Congress,
